When congress saw fit to build 
up the net-work of an army capable 
of quick expansion in case oi a 
National Emergency, it wisely pro­ 
vided for the Organized Reserve, 
under the National Defense act of 
1920. In this act the Army of the 
United States is to ve composed of 
three parts. First, a small but effic­ 
ient Regular Army, quickly able to 
provide for the first line of de­ 
fense of our country in case of a 
National emergency; second, a large 
citizens army, composed of the Na­ 
tional Guardsmen of the different 
states, which could quickly mobilize 
and take up the role of the second 
line of defense, and thirdly, it pro­ 
vides for the organization of the 
organized reserve. 
The organized reserve, in case of 
war would form the bulwark of the 
nation’s defense. 
At the 
present 
time it is simply a skeleton organi­ 
zation, costing .the government but 
very little for it’s up-keep. There 
are twenty-seven infantry divisions 
in the United States. Oklahoma has 
been assigned an entire infantry di­ 
vision. This state is one of the 
few states that has its “own divis­ 
ion.” The 95 th division is in turn 
divided into Two 
Brigades, 
each 
brigade having two infantry regi­ 
ments. The Infantry Regiment as­ 
signed to this area is the 378th. 
Infantry, whose territory comprises 
o Twenty Counties of the South­ 
eastern section of Oklahoma. The 
Headquarters of the 378th infan­ 
try is located in the Federal build­ 
ing at McAlester, Oklahoma. There 
is on duty there, a regular army 
officer who acts as the executive 
officer of the regiment. The com­ 
panies of the regiment are located 
over this area, company “E” of the 
378th Infantry has been located at 
Ada. 
There are many former officers 
and ex-service men living in the 
vicinity of Ada and 
many have 
made application for commissions 
•in the officers reserve corps, amc*»g. 
who 
are 
Lieutenant 
Harry 
P. 
Schienberg, Lieutenant N. B. Haney, 
Jr., and Charles A. Bell who reside 
at Ada, Oklahoma. 
It is the hope of the war depart­ 
ment that officers for the various 
organizations can be secured in the 
towns or nearby the station of the 
companies. Any former officer may 
apply for a commission in the of­ 
ficers reserve corps In the same 
grade he formerly held. Former non­ 
commissioned officers and all ex- 
service men are urged to take an 
interest in the organized 
reserve 
and 
may receive commissions 
in 
the grade of second lieutenant if 
properly qualifeid. 
Since an officer of the organized 
reserve conies under 
the 
federal 
status, he is not subject to active 
duty except in case of a national 
emergency. Any former officer or ex 
service man may receive all the in­ 
formation relative to the securing of 
a commission by writing to Captain 
Owen Summers.

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THE JOHNSTOWN FLOOD AND SOCIALISM. 
It is recalled of the Johnstown flood, which some years 
ago wiped out a Pennsylvania city almost in the twinkling 
of an eye, that children attending a picnic nearby uncon­ 
scious of the danger were amusing themselves, 
using 
the 
stream trickling from a crevice in the dam impounding the 
water, to make “mud pies.” 
A civil engineer passing by observed the leak in the 
dam and turned pale. His trained mind quickly comprehen­ 
ded and danger. Mounting a horse he rode the perilous trail 
through the gorge warning people to flee for their life. 
Many heeded the warning and escaped but hundreds were 
drowned, for before he had reached Johnstown some 15 
miles away, the dam had broken and a great flood of water 
was thundering down 
the 
canyon 
carrying 
everything 
before it. 
There is an analogy this incident and the manner in 
which socialism is trying to gain a foothold in this country. 
Government ownership of the banks, of the railroads, of 
public utilties, insurance, coal mines and oil lands, sponsored 
as “reforms” by a certain class of politicians masked behind 
a party name so commonized as to allay suspicion and at­ 
tract support, is nothing short of unadulterated socialism. 
These exploiters of public credulity 
proceed 
on

theory that like the little children making mud pies, the P eo ­ 
ple, unconscious of the danger, will take no notice of what 
is really the object of these “reform” movements, will not, 
like the trained engineer, comprehend the danger, but will 
fall blindly into the trap. 
This is a dark-lantern method 
of 
which

The talk has the appearance of propa 
ganda intended to rouse public sympathy for Germany in 
her endeavor to beat the payment of her debts to the allies 
It is inconceivable that Germany which suffered no destruc­ 
tion or devastation during the war could be in worse shape 
than France. Poland and Serbia and none of these nations is 
talking starvation.

are human 
beings and 
should be treated as any other people who through no fault 
of their own are faced with calamity, but we want to be 
certain about it before going down into our pockets to re­ 
lieve the distress there.

The followers of Christ, soon after his death, began to 
realize the kind of kingdom he had come to establish, and 
started out to establish this. Paul, the great missionary to 
the Gentiles, came to Europe and the seeds of Christianity 
were planted there. 

Persecution only fed the fire of 
the Christians and soon the spirit of good will and peace on 
earth spread to other lands. The Middle Ages saw the' move­

Today that part of the world which amounts to much 
is Christian, and the Christian peoples contiue to gain in 
numbers and power throughout. It is only a matter of time 
until the people of every nation will acknowledge the Jewish 
teacher the savior of mankind. 
The great practical teaching of Christ was “ Do unto 
others as you would have them do unto you.” There are yet 
individuals who try to improve on this method of living, but 
no man or woman of modern times ever succeeds long on 
any other kind of a belief. It is the true way to happiness 
and the only way to happiness.

LLOYD GEORGE’S IDEA. 
Lloyd George, in his latest book, “Where Are We Go­ 
ing?” gives some very decided opinions as to the results of 
France’s continued occupation of German territory. 
He believes that France, impelled by the opinions of 
financiers, wants to keep all of the left bank of the Rhine 
and wants to break up the unity of Germany. Such an atti­ 
tude, believes the British statesman, will lead to grave con 
sequences.

France as an example of what the attempted domination of 
foreign peoples will do. 
There is one thing about Lloyd George that we admire, 
and that is his willingness to say what he thinks, whether 
it is popular or not, when to keep silent might cause a wron* 
course to be pursued at great length. There can be no doubt, 
we think, that his firm stand against using military forces 
to exact reparations from Germany has had a decided ef­ 
fect upon the trend of European thought.

Ada fourteenth place, the position held in 1907 but lost in 
1910, dropping to seventeenth.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


The hundreth anniversary of the promulgation of the 
Monroe doctrine will be observed December 2. This is a land­ 
mark in American history which should be observed through­ 
out the western hemisphere. While this policy was never en­ 
acted into law it has always been accepted by all political 
parties and has been adhered to as strictly as the constitution 
itself. 
At the time Monroe announced his policy there was a 
strong probability that the European nations, having over­ 
thrown Napoleon, would aid Spain in re-conquering her lost 
American possessions which had established their indepen­ 
dence during the turmoil of the Napoleonic era. This would 
have been a grave menace to the safety of the United States 
and might have compelled this country to maintain a large 
army and navy for self-protection. Accordingly Monroe laid 
down the proposition that the United States had no inten­ 
tion of meddling with the quarrels of Europe but would not 
permit them to interfere with American affairs or acquire 
American territory-. In this he had the 
backing 
of' Great 
Britain and the proposed crusade against the Latin-American 
republics never materialized. 
Only a few times have European nations attempted to 
challenge this policy and on each occasion all parties rallied 
to the support of the president in maintaining the attitude of 
the United States. No nation has been permitted to acquire 
any additional territory and the western hemisphere has been 
permitted to manage its own affairs. 
The last occasion for the re-affirmation of the Monroe 
Doctrine was during Cleveland’s second administration. Eng­ 
land was trying to grab off a slice of Venezuelan territory 
and refused to arbitrate. Cleveland sent a message to congress 
asking for authority to appoint a commission to determine the 
proper boundary with the understanding that when this was 
done the United States would back the decision. Congress, 
regardless of party lines, speedily granted the request of the 
president. Finally Great Britain alighted from her high horse 
and submitted her claims to the commission. 
The line was 
marked out and both Great Britain and Venezuela accepted 
the decision, thus ending the controversy in a peaceful manner. 
This was striking evidence that the Monre Doctrine was 
very much alive in the minds of the American people and it 
is not probable that it will ever be challenged again.

Already rumors are flying concerning the probable at­ 
titude of various state senators on the Walton case, if charges 
are preferred by the house.

Others are cited as having re­ 
ceived special favors at the hands of the governor, hence may 
be expected to pay whatever obligation they may be under 
by voting to clear him should he face trial. 
We do not know what there is in such rumors, but we 
consider it very ill advised to try to bring any sort of influ­ 
ence to bear one way or the other on the senators. They will 
be the jurymen in the case and should hear whatever charges 
that may be presented with open minds, just as they would 
be supposed to do if sitting on a jury in a court. Any one 
seeking to influence them in advance of the hearing is no 
better than a jury fixer. 
Should Harris intervene it will certainly add nothing to 
the prestige of the Republican party in the next campaign, for 
the party would be in the position of calling the kettle black 
should Harris’ work on his party’s senators prove the deciding 
factor in the case. Harris, however denies that he is sseking 
to influence anyone. 
It should be remembered that no charges have yet been 
presented and no evidence has been heard. Until this is done 
the governor is to be presumed innocent, just as would be a 
man on trial in a civil court. If charges are made and proved 
it is the duty of every senator to cast his vcte in favor of a 
verdict of guilty no matter what the consequences may be 
to himself.
